Carbon tax 
unveiled

Albertans will pay a carbon tax 
on home-heating fuels, electri¬ 
city and gasoline as the prov¬ 
ince moves to become a leader 
on climate change. 

Premier Rachel Notley an¬ 
nounced the government’s 
plan to tackle climate change 
and said, along with closing 
the province’s coal plants and 
putting a limit on the carbon 
emissions from the oilsands, 
this approach shows the gov¬ 
ernment is serious about deal¬ 
ing with climate change. 

“We’re going to do our part 
to address one of the world’s 
greatest problems,” she said. 

In 2017, the plan will imple¬ 
ment a $20-a-tonne carbon levy, 
rising to $30 a tonne in 2018. 
For the average household, 
the province believes that will 
add $320 to their budget in 
2017 and $470 in 2018, rising 
over time until 2030 when the 
average household will pay 
$900 a year. 

The government is promis¬ 
ing to ease the burden of its 
change with rebates and a pro¬ 
gram to help Albertans increase 
their energy efficiency. “Low 
and middle-income Albertans 
will get support to help them 
make ends meet,” said Notley. 

She said the government 
would re-invest the levy back 
into the Alberta economy, with 
investments in public tran¬ 
sit as well as research and de¬ 
velopment.

Preparing for refugee families 

Last week, the government of Alberta asked schools across the province to prepare for an 
influx of refugee students, as about 3,000 are expected by the end of the year. Marlene Han¬ 
son, supervisor of diversity education for Edmonton Public Schools, said not only are schools 
ready, but they are an integral first point of contact for refugee family settlement in the city. 

She walked Metro through the process for newcomers. Braeden Jones metro

For refugees coming to Edmonton, 
Hanson said Step 1 is "registering in their 
local community school" 

Often accompanied by a settlement 
worker, students are put into classes as 
soon as possible, and a referral is made to 
a reception centre for English-language 
services. 

There are four such centres in 
Edmonton in quadrants around the city.

"Step 2 would be the language 
assessment and family interview at the 
reception centre," Hanson said. 

While children are evaluated for 
language skills, reading and writing 
abilities, families are interviewed by an 
intercultural consultant to learn more 
about each student's and family's unique 
needs. "Then there is a debriefing held 
with the family following that," Hanson 
said.

In the family interview, "there are 
questions about their previous 
education background, what schooling 
they attended in their home country, 
whether or not (it) was interrupted and 
whether there are health concerns — 
and what cultural supports the families 
might need," Hanson said.

The next step for families is an orientation 
led by the intercultural consultant to help 
parents get acquainted with the local 
school system. 

"They'll talk to the parents about being 
comfortable with being partners in our 
schools and feeling comfortable to enter 
the schools. Not all of them are coming 
from backgrounds where that is the 
norm," Hanson said. 


Parents are then referred to job centres 
and medical or mental-health supports by 
settlement agencies. Besides those more 
obvious supports, Hanson said, families are 
also introduced to things like recreation 
options and transportation services. 

"Our expectation is that parents are 
responsible for transportation to and from 
school," Hanson said. "When the (families) 
are moving to a new city, that can be an 
issue." 


Following through and ensuring refugee 
children and their families settle is up to 
the whole team of agencies that refugee 
families encounter along the way. 

This involves making sure all families 
have access to supports identified 
during the assessment as well as further 
orientation programs, after-school classes 
and supplementary language classes.

A few years ago, Marissa 
Loewen’s friend — who lived 
in a warmer climate — came 
to visit her in Edmonton. 

The frigid cold synonym¬ 
ous with Edmonton’s winters 
hit him as soon as he got off 
the plane. 

“He said the best thing you 
could do for new people com¬ 
ing here is give them a set of 
mitts,” Loewen said. 

That’s the thinking behind 
Loewen’s latest project: Warm 
Woolies for Syrian Refugees. 

Loewen has long been part 
of Edmonton’s “maker bees” 
that bring knitters together 
to create scarves, tuques and 
mitts for those less fortunate. 

With an estimated 1,500 
refugee families preparing to 
come to Edmonton — in the 
depths of winter — by the end 
of the year, Loewen has decid¬ 
ed to offer these newcomers a 
small gift of comfort. 

“You start to think, ‘People 
are coming here; they’ve got 
nothing,”’ Loewen said. “The 
least we can do is create 
tuques and mitts and gloves 
for them.” 

Loewen’s project has been 
on the Make Something Ed¬ 
monton website for less than 
24 hours, but 30 people have 
reached out to say they want 
to knit. Offers of donations 
have been coming in from the 
United States as well, she said.

New climate strategy 
breeds strange alliances

Environmental groups and 
oilsands companies came 
together Sunday to applaud 
the NDP government’s climate 
change plan. 

Premier Rachel Notley un¬ 
veiled the plan Sunday with 
a new carbon tax, a hard cap 
on oilsands emissions, a phase 
out of the province’s coal 
plants and plans for renew¬ 
able energy. 

“We have struck a veiy prag¬ 
matic but meaningful balance 
that still gets us to a very ag¬ 
gressive plan going forward, 
unlike anything we have ever 
done in this province,” she 
said. 

Brian Ferguson, president 
and CEO of Cenovus Energy, 
was joined by other industry 
heavyweights applauding the 
plan. He said it would help the 
industry’s international image. 

“It provides the incentives 
to continue to focus on tech¬ 
nology, innovation and other 
techniques to reduce the in¬ 


tensity of our emissions,” he 
said. 

The plan includes a 
100-megatonne limit on C02 
emissions, up slightly from the 
70 megatonnes the industry is 
producing. Ferguson said on 
current projections the indus¬ 
try would hit that limit some¬ 
time between 2020 and 2030, 
but could avoid it completely 
as technology improves. 

“I don’t forsee this in any 
way limiting any of the pro¬ 


jects,” he said. 

Ed Whittingham, execu¬ 
tive director of the Pembina 
Institute, said the emission 
cap and phase out of coal are 
major steps that would get 
the world’s attention. 

“That’s bold. That’s ambi¬ 
tious and I think people out¬ 
side of the province are going 
to look at this and see this,” 
he said. 

He said the province would 
be sending a clear message 


that it’s taking climate change 
seriously. 

“Without question, this 
plan shows that Alberta is 
doing its fair share.” 

Notley said many decisions 
go into pipeline projects, but 
the argument for Alberta’s 
oil will be stronger in future. 

“I will be able to make that 
case now from a platform 
where we have introduced a 
very credible climate change 
plan.”

A former PC MLA considers him¬ 
self cleared after both criminal 
charges and a lawsuit against 
him over the party’s nomination 
have come to an end. 

Former Edmonton-Ellerslie 
MLA Naresh Bhardwaj said he 
was incredibly relieved to find 
the lawsuit against him has been 
stopped: “This is the best Diwali 
gift I have got so far,” he said. 

Bhardwaj and several other 
men were sued by his oppon¬ 
ent Balraj Manhas at the end 
of the PC nomination contest in 
Edmonton-Ellerslie, after claims 


came forward that Bhardwaj had 
encouraged supporters of his 
opponent to withdraw support. 

The episode also brought in 
the Edmonton police, who were 
asked by NDP MLA Brian Mason 
to conduct a criminal investiga¬ 
tion that was eventually closed 
without charges. 

On Oct. 13, Judge W.S. Schloss- 
er order the lawsuit dismissed. 
Manhas said he has a new law¬ 
yer and intends to appeal that 
ruling. 

Bhardwaj said he feels cleared 
by the judges ruling and hopes 
to run for the party. 

“I have eveiy intention to run 
again. I am as politically active 
today as when I first joined,” 
he said. 

He said taking this dispute 
through the courts was always 
a mistake and the party has a 
process for handling complaints. 

“The nomination process had 
a clear process and all you had 
to (do) was follow the rules.” 

Bhardwaj filed a suit of his 
own against one of the men 


who claimed in an affidavit he 
had been forced to withdraw 
his support. Bhardwaj said he in¬ 
tends to continue pursuing that. 


“That is still in the courts that 
is ongoing and I am very hope¬ 
ful the law and judiciaiy in this 
countiy is veiy strong.” 


The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives are apologizing to a for¬ 
mer candidate for the party’s 
nomination in Edmonton- 
Decore for unfairly disquali¬ 
fying him from the race. 

Don Martin attempted 
to run for the party in the 
north-side riding but was dis¬ 
qualified after he was accused 
of meddling in another rid¬ 
ing’s nomina¬ 
tion race. 

In a letter 
to the party’s 
members in 
the riding, for¬ 
mer president 
and transi¬ 
tion co-chair 
Bill Smith said 
they reviewed 
the issue and 
“came to be¬ 
lieve a signifi¬ 
cant misunder¬ 
standing occurred.” 

Smith said the party would 
welcome Martin back as a 
member and as a candidate 
in future. 

“The 2015 transition com¬ 
mittee absolves Don Martin 
and believes there was no 
willful wrongdoing on his 


part during the nomination 
process.” 

Martin sued the party for 
$124,000 over the disqualifi¬ 
cation, but he said that the 
lawsuit will now come to 
an end. 

“At the end of the day I 
don’t want to eat a bunch of 
volunteer’s money,” he said. 

He said he believes the 
party had 
some serious 
problems with 
the nomina¬ 
tion process 
that he hopes 
will now be 
addressed for 
future nom¬ 
ination races. 

“The people 
who are mov¬ 
ing forward 
with the party 
have learned 
some valuable lessons in how 
they govern the party,” he 
said. 

“The PC party has started 
to come to grips with the 
fact that they lost some con¬ 
trol over certain people and 
functions within the party.”

Board to debate 
gender policy again

While most Catholic boards in 
Alberta turned down a chance 
to discuss accommodating trans¬ 
gender students, the Edmonton 
Catholic board — learning from 
its own difficulties with the issue 
— was eager for the debate. 

Last week during the Alberta 
School Board Association fall 
general meeting, the Edmonton 
Catholic School Board (ECSB) 
voted in favour of starting a con¬ 
versation on gender identity and 
expression. The motion failed 


to get enough support, but Ed¬ 
monton’s board wanted the dis¬ 
cussion. 

“We were voting on whether 
or not the issue itself was emer¬ 
gent,” said board chairwoman 
Marilyn Bergstra. “We did think 
it was.” 

After all of its public struggles 
with debating a gender identity 
and expression policy in both 
September and October, the yay 
vote indicated a shift in thinking. 

In September, one trustee 
didn’t even want it on the meet¬ 
ing agenda and when the issue 
was debated the meeting de¬ 
volved into shouting matches. 
The vote was postponed until 
October, when passage of first 
reading of the policy came amid 
more remarks LGBTQadvocates 
found offensive. 

Afterwards, Education Minister 
David Eggen appointed a special 
facilitator to the board, saying 
that ECSB’s existing governance 
issues had “come to a head in re-

gards to their capacity to build 
a coherent transgender policy.” 

Bergstra said the facilitator 
has helped clarify roles and cre¬ 
ate better governance. 

The issue ECSB was battling 
with became a provincial one on 
Nov. 5, when Eggen directed all 
boards to deliver a transgender 
policy by the end of March. Berg¬ 
stra said the ECSB is now “ahead 
of the game” and prepared to 
help out. 

“We’ve kind of already got that 
head start,” she said, adding that 
ECSB is willing to “share informa¬ 
tion with other boards” not as far 


along in the process. Almost 50 
per cent of boards either had no 
policy or no progress made on 
one when the ministerial direc¬ 
tion came. 

This week, Edmonton Cath¬ 
olic administration will present 
a report on the month of public 
consultation meant to inform the 
gender identity policy, which is 
due back Dec. 1. 

Bergstra said she saw “all ends 
of the spectrum in terms of pos¬ 
itions and understanding” at the 
consultation sessions. 

Mami Panas, a transgender 
woman in the district who at¬ 
tended two of the discussions, 
said some were “productive” and 
others were “veiy hurtful,” but 
in the end she’s “actually quite 
hopeful a correct policy will be 
passed” Dec. 1. 

Bergstra said she expects the 
meeting will at least go better 
than the last two. 

“I don’t want to make predic¬ 
tions. .. but I do.”

Advocate says 
addiction is 
not age specific 

An advocate for youth bat¬ 
tling fentanyl addiction says 
the number of reserved 
beds is insufficient for a 
“crisis” predominantly af¬ 
fecting people younger 
than 25. 

Leslie Cleary, with Clean 
Scene, a charity that helps 
youth struggling with addic¬ 
tion, said the organization 
currently sees more than 40 
youth clients dealing with 
fentanyl issues and that 
most are waiting months 
for a live-in treatment bed. 

According to Alberta 
Health Services, the Edmon¬ 
ton zone has 329 in-patient 
treatment beds for people 
battling addictions. 

AHS spokesperson Kerry 
Williamson said in an email 
that 15 of those 329 beds, 
are reserved for patients 
aged 18-25 and 21 more are 


for youth under 18. 

“It is very important to 
note that fentanyl is not 
age-specific,” Williamson 
said in the email. “We are 
seeing patients of all ages 
and backgrounds.” 

Williamson added AHS 
has seen fentanyl addictions 
and fatalities in people 
younger than 18 and older 
than 50. 

Cleary, however, said 
fentanyl abuse in Edmon¬ 
ton is most prevalent in 
recreational users under 25 
and the most effective way 
to prevent overdoses and 
deaths is live-in treatment. 

“Fifteen beds and we 
have over 40 clients with 
fentanyl addiction, up to 
age 25,” she said. “It’s kind 
of a landmine.” 

She said AHS’ 15 youth- 
specific beds also come 
with specific treatments 
that have been proven to 
work, which makes their 
number very important 
when it comes to fentanyl. 

“Their [youth] treatment 
program is entirely differ-

In 2014, according to 
AHS, about 1,200 people 
in Alberta received treat¬ 
ment for addictions to 
opioids. The province 
has eight clinics that 
treat opioid dependen¬ 
cies. AHS says it oper¬ 
ates two of the eight. 


ent,” she said. 

Williamson said AHS 
does not track wait-times 
for treatment beds, but said 
they are “generally short 
and vary across the prov¬ 
ince.” 

Cleary said the organiza¬ 
tion does track wait-times, 
but will not share them. 

“The majority of clients 
we work with, we can’t 
get them into treatment,” 
Cleary said. “The waiting 
lists are up to 90 days.” 

In 2015 alone, more than 
145 people have died after 
overdosing on fentanyl.

A small project dedicated to 
helping the city’s most at-risk 
has helped more than a dozen 
people find safe housing, access 
to health care and support for 
addictions recoveiy. 

In 2013, 16 community 
service agencies, who joined 
forces to help 50 people con¬ 
sidered “heavy users” of po¬ 
lice and community services, 
created the Edmonton Police 
Service’s Heavy Users of Service 
(HUoS) project. 

The project now employs 
seven people, including so¬ 
cial workers and police offi¬ 
cers, who have been working 


together since January to help 
15 people identified as most 
often having negative encoun¬ 
ters with Alberta Health Servi¬ 
ces, Edmonton police and other 
community services. 

Positive changes 

At an Edmonton Police Com¬ 
mission meeting on Thursday, 
HUoS staff members said 10 
of their 15 clients have been 
housed so far as a result of 
the project, many have quit 
or greatly reduced their drug 
use, and clients’ negative inter¬ 
actions with police and transit 
officials have decreased by up 
to 92 per cent. 

“It’s a small staff but we have 
a big network behind us,” EPS 
Supt. David Veitch said. 

“These are 15 people, 10 of 
which are now housed, which 


is really remarkable when you 
consider many of them have 
been housed for short periods 
of time, spent lots of times at 
shelters, and now have their 
own place.” 

The Solicitor General is fund¬ 
ing the project until 2017, and 
EPS has submitted a grant pro¬ 
posal to keep the project going 
after that year. 

Veitch said project staff want 
to increase the number of cli¬ 
ents they’re able to help, and 
focus more on homeless and 
at-risk youth. 

“Just to hear the stories with 
the clients and the difference 
that it’s making in their lives 
... it makes you overwhelmed 
with joy and hope for these 
individuals and where we can 
move their lives forward,” 
Veitch said.

Edmonton police have launched 
investigations into two suspi¬ 
cious deaths over the weekend.

Known killers get 
lighter sentences 


Men who kill their female part¬ 
ners are more likely to be crimin¬ 
ally convicted than men accused 
of killing strangers — but they 
also tend to get lighter senten¬ 
ces, a Canadian study concludes. 

The research, being published 
in the journal Current Sociology, 
finds that men who kill their 
wives, girlfriends or other female 
family members are handed 
shorter prison terms than men 
who kill strangers. 

In fact, according to the find¬ 
ings, men who kill women they 
know are treated more leniently 
at most stages of the criminal- 
justice process, such as facing 


fewer charges of first-degree 
murder. 

Study author Myma Dawson, 
an associate sociology professor 
at the University of Guelph, calls 
it the “intimacy discount.” 

“This may mean that women 
killed by male partners are still 
seen as property and, as such, 
these femicides are not treated 
as seriously as other femicides,” 
the study states. 

Another factor at play could 
be that femicide of a partner 
or family member is typically 
seen as a spontaneous “crime of 
passion” or the result of victim 
provocation, the Canadian press

Meeting held 
ahead of Paris 
conference

When Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau and the premiers sit down 
in Ottawa on Monday to discuss 
climate change, it will be the first 
full-blown meeting of Canada’s first 
ministers since 2009. 

But while the premiers of the 
two largest provinces said they 
welcome federal re-engagement, 
they also warned the new govern¬ 
ment not to disregard the provinces’ 
progress in reducing greenhouse 
gas emissions. 

“There’s always a tendency for 
governments that come into of¬ 
fice to tend to think that nothing 
meaningful happened before they 
came into office,” Quebec premier 
Philippe Couillard told a panel dis¬ 
cussion at the Canada 2020 policy 
conference in Ottawa. 

“We are veiy happy that we’re 
going to be working with the fed¬ 
eral government, but let’s resist 
the temptation of starting from 
scratch.” 

Quebec has established a cap- 
and-trade system with California 
in order to reduce emissions, and 
has its own green fund. Ontario is 
working to join the cap-and-trade 
system, and scrapped coal-fired 
power plants. 

Coufilard’s co-panellist, Ontario 


premier Kathleen Wynne, called 
Monday’s meeting “veiy important” 
but also made the point that some 
provinces have established initia¬ 
tives that shouldn’t be disregarded. 

“We’re not looking to the fed¬ 
eral government for some kind 
of unilateral imposition of a par¬ 
ticular standardized regime across 
the countiy. What we’re looking 
for is support for the initiatives 
we’re taking.” 


Couillard also said Canada needs 
a “rebranding” in Paris. 

“Yes, we are a major oil-produ¬ 
cing countiy, but we are also one 
of the most important producers 
of renewable energy in the world. 
This has to be part of the stoiy,” 
he said. “Let’s start thinking of 
ourselves as a competitor to Nor¬ 
way, rather than Saudi Arabia.” 

Couillard and Wynne’s com¬ 
ments were preceded by a speech 


from Environment Minister Cath¬ 
erine McKenna saying Canada 
can be a leader on the world 
stage carbon reduction and clean 
energy, but that it wouldn’t be 
easy. 

“Here’s the thing about evi¬ 
dence-based policy making — 
sometimes it’s going to lead us 
to a difficult place and to difficult 
choices,” she said. “But that’s 
where we are today.”

ASPIRING TEACHER 

Visa denied to 
study English 
in Vancouver 
for one month 

A Canadian woman refuses to 
give up on an aspiring English 
teacher from Africa who believes 
he can be the agent for change 
if given the opportunity to study 
in Vancouver. 

But along the way. Heather 
Loa’s attempts to bring Pa Jerreh 
Jaiteh to Canada have been beset 
by roadblocks. 

Jaiteh, 27, is from a Sibanor 
Village in the west coast re¬ 
gion of Gambia but works as a 
curriculum developer at a Har- 
geisa, Somaliland, language 
school. 

He earns $500 a month and 
sends back his savings to support 
his parents, four brothers and 
two sisters back home. 

He yearns to return to 
Gambia, where he envisions 
teaching English to children 
and helping lift the prospects 
for young Gambians in rural 
communities. 

“It is hard for us to discover 
our talent in Africa,” explains 
Jaiteh during an interview over 
Skype. “When I started teach¬ 
ing, I discovered that talent and 
decided ‘this is good.’ This could 
be my career.” 

It was through teaching at 
Islamic Online University’s Har- 
geisa campus that Jaiteh met 
Loa, a retired teacher invited 
there to help guide the school’s 
curriculum. 

After working beside him for 
several months, Loa—who has 
extensive history sponsoring 
international students since 1995 
— decided the best way to help 
Jaiteh fulfill his aspirations was 
to enroll him in a month-long, 


intensive language program 
among native English speakers 
in Vancouver. 

Knowing he wouldn’t afford 
such a trip on his own, Loa of¬ 
fered to cover Jaiteh’s expenses 
and sponsor him in Canada. 

“If I can bring him here for 
one month, it would give him 
a career in the Gambia and it 
would change his life,” Loa be 
lieves. “I’ve had students from 
Brazil, Mexico, Vietnam, Sudan, 
Belize. All have come with the 
same purpose and I felt strongly 
that PJ should have that oppor¬ 
tunity. He’s a gifted boy.” 

As she had numerous times 
before, Loa helped Jaiteh apply 
for a temporary resident visa 
on April 22. 

She was astonished his visa 
was denied April 27, just two 
business days later. 

Undeterred, Loa and Jaiteh 
tried again, this time diligently 


addressing CIC’s stated concerns 
point by point. 

To show that Jaiteh would re 
turn home, Loa booked Jaiteh’s 
return flight and had his family 
sign testimonials proving his 
family ties to Gambia. 

Having been previously ap¬ 
proved to attend Vancouver Eng¬ 
lish Centre, a private language 
school, Loa placed Jaiteh in a 
specific course and paid his tu¬ 
ition fees. 

Jaiteh was denied again 
June 4. 

The setbacks have already 
cost pensioner Loa thousands 
of dollars but she’s not ready 
to give up. 

“This is Canada. We should 
be welcoming and accepting 
of people who want to learn 
here,” she said. “I really feel 
that. I can’t just say, ‘Too bad. 
You can’t come.’ PJ is a brilliant 
teacher.”

Details on 

suspects 

revealed 

French police and prosecutors, 
friends and families, and journal¬ 
ists have unveiled details about 
those accused of carrying out 
the attacks in Paris. Altogether, 
authorities say that three teams 
participated in the bloody assault. 
At least one suspected partici¬ 
pant remains at large. Here’s 
what’s known about some of 
the suspects: 

C Abdelhamid Abaaoud 

French investigators identi¬ 
fied Belgian-born Abaaoud as 
the architect of the Paris attacks. 
A U.S. official said Abaaoud was 
a key figure in an Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL) ex¬ 
ternal operations cell that U.S. 
intelligence agencies have been 
tracking for months. 

How and when Abaaoud en¬ 
tered France before his death 
remains unclear. 

0 Salah Abdeslam 

Salah Abdeslam is sought as a 
suspected accomplice in the at¬ 
tacks and is described by French 
police as highly dangerous. He is 
the suspected driver of a group 
of gunmen during the attacks. 
Authorities identified him as 
the renter of a Volkswagen Polo 
that carried hostage-takers to the 
Paris theatre. 

Officials said Abdeslam en¬ 
tered Austria from Germany on 
Nov. 9 with two unidentified 
companions. They said they were 
planning a vacation in Vienna.

Authorities are investigating 
whether the 26-year-old female 
had a role in the Paris attacks. 
Authorities say Aitboulahcen 
died in the police raid on the 
apartment where Abaaoud was 
holed up. On Friday, prosecu¬ 
tors said she didn’t kill herself 
by detonating a suicide vest as 
previously thought.

Canadian embassy in 
Belgium closes doors 


1 1 Paris 

Police detain 
16 people in 22 
raids; one man 
still at large 

Canada has closed its embassy 
in Brussels until further notice 
as the Belgian capital remains 
on high alert for a possible ter¬ 
ror attack. 

The embassy will provide 
emergency counsular services 
only, according to an update 
on the federal government’s 
travel advisoiy website. 


Belgian prosecutors an¬ 
nounced early Monday that 
police had detained 16 people 
in 22 raids but that Paris fugi¬ 
tive Salah Abdeslam was not 
among them. 

Federal prosecutor Eric Van 
Der Sypt said that “no firearms 
or explosives were discovered,” 
in the raids — 19 in Brussels 
and three in Charleroi in the 
country’s south. One of those 
detained was injured when a 
car he was in tried to ram police 
during an attempted getaway. 

“The investigation con¬ 
tinues,” Van Der Sypt said. 

The raids capped a tense day 
with hundreds of troops pa¬ 
trolling and authorities hunt¬ 
ing for one or more suspected 


militants, the Belgian govern¬ 
ment chose Sunday to keep the 
capital on the highest state 
of alert into the start of the 
workweek to prevent a Paris- 
style attack. 

Citing a “serious and im¬ 
minent” threat, Prime Minister 
Charles Michel announced that

schools and universities in Brus¬ 
sels will be closed Monday, with 
the subway remaining shut 
down, preventing a return to 
normal in the city that is also 
home to the European Union’s 
main institutions. 

“We fear an attack like in 
Paris, with several individuals, 
perhaps in several places,” 
Michel said after chairing a 
meeting of Belgium’s National 
Security Council. 

The decision to put Brus¬ 
sels on the highest alert came 
early Saturday as authorities 
frantically searched for Abde¬ 
slam, who is believed to have 
played a key role in the Nov. 
13 attacks in France.

Attacks on ISIL 
helping almost 
on every front: 
Bashar Assad 

Syrian President Bashar Assad 
says his forces are advancing on 
“almost” all fronts thanks to Rus¬ 
sian airstrikes that began nearly 
two months ago and have tipped 
the balance in his favour in some 
parts of the country. 

In remarks published Sunday, 
Assad told China’s Phoenix Tele¬ 
vision that the Russians depend 
on Syrian ground forces and “co¬ 
operate with us.” He added that 
Syrian troops had achieved vic¬ 
tories in some areas before the 
strikes began but “could not be 
present eveiywhere in Syria.” 

Russia, which has conducted 
an air campaign in Syria since 
Sept. 30, sharply raised its inten¬ 
sity in recent days on President 
Vladimir Putin’s orders after 
Moscow said it had confirmed 
that a bomb brought down a 
Russian plane over Egypt’s Sinai 
Peninsula, killing all 224 people 
on board. 

“Following the participation 
of Russian air force in fighting 
terrorism, the situation improved 


well. I can say that the army now 
is advancing almost on every 
front,” Assad said in the inter¬ 
view. Assad said the Russian air- 
strikes are more effective than 
those of the U.S.-led coalition 
because Moscow is co-ordinating 
with his government, saying “you 
cannot fight terrorism with air- 
strikes alone.” 

A peace plan agreed to last 
weekend by 17 nations meeting 
in Vienna says nothing about 


Assad’s future, but states that 
“free and fair elections would 
be held pursuant to the new 
constitution within 18 months.” 

To clarify the timeline, the U.S. 
State Department said last week 
that the clock starts once Assad’s 
representatives and opposition 
figures begin talks on a consti¬ 
tution. The vote would deter¬ 
mine a new parliament, though 
not necessarily a new president.

‘Do not succumb to fear’: Obama 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
said Sunday the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL) 
“cannot strike a mortal blow” 
against the U.S. and warned 
that overreacting to the Paris 
attacks would play into ex¬ 
tremists’ hands. “We will de¬ 
stroy this terrorist organiza¬ 
tion,” he vowed. 

Ending a trip to Asia, 
Obama implored Americans 


not to let the spectre of terror 
cause them to compromise 
their values. 

“We do not succumb to 
fear,” he said. “The most 
powerful tool we have to fight 
ISIL is to say that we’re not 
afraid, to not elevate them, to 
somehow buy into their fan¬ 
tasy that they’re doing some¬ 
thing important,” Obama said. 

Obama also said there was 


an “increasing awareness” by 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin that ISIL is Moscow’s 
gravest threat in the Middle 
East. 

Putin “needs to go after the 
people who killed Russia’s 
citizens,” Obama said. 

The two met last week dur¬ 
ing an economic summit in 
Turkey.

Migrants barred from crossing 
the Greece-Macedonia border 
held a fourth day of protests 
Sunday, as Macedonia’s president 
criticized the European Union 
over the refugee crisis for a lack 
of financial support and data 
sharing. 

The influx of migrants into 
Macedonia has heightened ten¬ 
sions in the countiy, President 
Gjorgje Ivanov said. 

“The risk of possible conflict 
between refugees and migrants, 
the migrants and police and 
army, and between migrants and 
local people is rated as high,” Iva¬ 
nov told reporters Sunday after 
meeting with visiting European 
Council president Donald Tusk 
in Macedonia’s capital, Skopje. 


Several European countries, 
including EU members Slovenia 
and Croatia and non-members 
Serbia and Macedonia, have de¬ 
clared they will only allow “war- 
zone refugees” from Afghan¬ 
istan, Iraq and Syria to transit 
through their countries on then- 
way to central and northern 
Europe. 

This policy has left many 
others stranded in the Greek 
border town for four days, de¬ 
manding to be let in and chant¬ 
ing slogans such as “Freedom!” 
and “We are not terrorists.” 

On Sunday, an Iranian man 
threatened to cut his wrists 
with a razor if not allowed into 
Macedonia. 

Police intervened to disarm 
him, but, in the scuffle, he cut 
his face. The number of mi¬ 
grants being barred from en¬ 
tering Macedonia has fallen sig¬ 
nificantly Sunday, from more 
than 2,000 to around 1,300 in 
the early evening. 

Many of them took buses 
and taxis to Athens and Thes-

saloniki. Greek police believe 
they may be hying to find other 
routes, including with the help 
of smugglers. 

Ivanov also said that Mace¬ 
donia has the capacity to shelter 
about 2,000 people in its tempor- 
aiy transit centres. 

“Any increase in these num¬ 
bers will increase permanent 
and direct threats and risks for 
the national security of Mace¬ 
donia,” he added. 

A total of 6,000 refugees 
crossed into Macedonia from 
early Saturday through early 
Sunday, police say. About 500,000 
refugees have transited through 
Macedonia in 2015.

Israeli woman stabbed to death near Jerusalem

A young Israeli woman was 
stabbed to death by a Palestin¬ 
ian who was among three assail¬ 
ants to be shot dead following 
separate attacks Sunday, Israeli 
security forces said, with the 
latest flare-up of violence coming 
ahead of a visit to the region by 
U.S. Secretaiy of State John Keny. 

The 21-year-old Israeli woman 
was seriously wounded when a 
Palestinian attacked her with a 
knife in the West Bank Sunday 
afternoon before being shot and 
killed by soldiers nearby, the 
militaiy said. 


Dr. Ofer Merin of the Shaare 
Zedelc Medical Center in Jerusa¬ 
lem said “the young woman was 
stabbed numerous times in the 
head, chest and the area of the 
heart.” He said despite attempts 
by medics to save her, she suc¬ 
cumbed to her wounds. 

The attack occurred at the 
Gush Etzion junction near Jeru¬ 
salem, the scene of multiple Pal¬ 
estinian attacks against civilians 
and security forces over the past 
two months. 

In an earlier attack, the mil- 
itaiy said a woman pulled out 


a knife at the entrance to a mil¬ 
itaiy base and began approach¬ 
ing civilians. A local West Bank 
settler leader, Gershon Mesilca, 
said he veered off the road and 
struck the woman with his 
vehicle. A soldier then fired at 


her and killed her. The army did 
not say how close the woman 
had been to carrying out an at¬ 
tack or release a video of the 
incident. 

Her father, Taha Qatanani, 
said his 16-year-old daughter 


went to school as usual in the 
morning and that he heard about 
her death two hours later. “She 
talked about stabbing to her 
brother the day before but no 
one took her seriously. If she 
tried to stab she did what she 
wanted,” he said. 

Elsewhere in the West Bank, 
a Palestinian driving a taxi cab 
tried to run over Israelis east 
of Jerusalem, police said. After 
crashing his car, he emerged 
with a knife and tried to stab 
people, but was shot dead by a 
bystander before he could harm 


anyone. Israeli politicians have 
encouraged licensed gun owners 
to cany their weapons during 
the latest wave of unrest. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu commended 
citizens for being on “maximum 
alert.” 

“I must say that we are show¬ 
ing such awareness, with con¬ 
siderable resourcefulness and 
courage, and this is deserving of 
all praise. We are still fighting 
and will continue to do so,” he 
said at his weekly Cabinet meet¬ 
ing.

Assault on hotel 
delays peace talks

The assault on a luxury hotel 
in Mali’s capital that killed 19 
people was a clear attempt to 
derail a fragile peace process

Halting peace negotiations 
have been dragging on between 
the central government and 
northern separatist groups for 
more than two years in an effort 
to end the disputes that turned 
large sections of the country 
into a haven for radical Islamic 
militants. 

The talks have shown some 
promise in recent months. 


The Radisson Blu hotel at¬ 
tacked by two gunmen on Fri¬ 
day was preparing to host a meet¬ 
ing on implementing the latest 
accords. 

“The attack was targeting 
the peace agreement,” said Sidi 
Brahim Ould Sidati, a representa¬ 
tive of the Coordination of Aza- 
wad Movements, known by its 
French acronym CMA. 

The CMA is a coalition of 
groups seeking autonomy in 
northern Mali and includes eth¬ 
nic Arabs and Tuaregs. 

“The jihadis are in different 
groups but their goal is the same, 
and that’s to hinder implementa¬ 
tion of the peace accord,” Sidati 
said. 

It was the secular separatist 
groups that first wrested north¬ 
ern Mali from the government 
in 2012, using weapons looted 
from arsenals in neighbouring 
Libya, but they were soon over¬ 
taken by al-Qaida-allied radicals.

Collapse near 
jade mine the 
latest in string 
of disasters 

A landslide near a jade mine in 
northern Myanmar killed about 
100 people, most of them villa¬ 
gers digging for green stones in 
a mountain of displaced earth, a 
witness and a community leader 
said Sunday. Many other people 
were missing. 

The collapse occurred Satur¬ 
day evening in the Kachin state 
community of Hpalcant, said 
Brang Seng, a jade businessman, 
who watched as bodies were 


pulled from the debris and taken 
to a hospital morgue. 

“People were ciying,” he said, 
adding that some lost loved ones 
when boulders and earth ripped 
down the slopes. “In some cases, 
entire families were lost.” 

Lamai Gum Ja, a community 
leader, said homes at the base of 
the mine dump had been flat¬ 
tened. An estimated 100 to 200 
people were still missing, he said. 
Search and rescue teams wearing 
bright orange uniforms combed 
through the rubble Sunday for 
survivors. 

Kachin, around 950 kilometres 
(600 miles) northeast of Yangon, 
Myanmar’s biggest city, is home 
to some of the world’s highest- 
qualityjade.

mated $31 billion last year alone, 
with most of the wealth going to 
individuals and companies tied 
to Myanmar’s former militaiy 
rulers, according to Global Wit¬ 
ness, a group that investigates 
misuse of resource revenues. 

The jade industiy’s epicentre, 
Hpalcant, remains desperately 
poor, with bumpy dirt roads, 
constant electricity blackouts and 
sky-high heroin addiction rates. 


After Myanmar’s former mil- 
itaiy rulers handed over power 
to a civilian government five 
years ago, resulting in the lift¬ 
ing of many Western sanctions, 
the already rapid pace of min¬ 
ing turned frenetic. No scrap of 
ground is left untouched. 

In the last year, dozens of 
small-scale miners have been 
maimed or lost their lives pick¬ 
ing through tailing dumps. 

“Large companies... are mak¬ 
ing tens or hundreds of millions 
of dollars a year through their 
plunder of Hpalcant,” said Mike 
Davis of Global Witness. 

“Their legacy to local people is 
a dystopian wasteland in which 
scores of people at a time are bur¬ 
ied alive in landslides,” he said.

Politicians 
killed for 
war crimes 

Bangladesh executed two 
opposition leaders Sunday 
for war crimes during the 
country’s 1971 independence 
war, despite concerns the case 
against them was flawed and 
threats of violence by their 
supporters. A reporter was 
shot and wounded after cover¬ 
ing the funeral of one of the 
men, though it was not clear 
who was responsible. 

Bangladesh National¬ 
ist Party leader Salahuddin 
Quader Chowdhury and Ali 
Ahsan Mohammad Mujahid, 
secretary general of the main 
Islamist party Jamaat-eTslami, 
were hanged in the nation’s 
capital, said Senior Jail Super¬ 
intendent Mohammad Jahan¬ 
gir Kabir. 

Chowdhury had been con¬ 
victed on charges of torture, 
rape and genocide during 
Bangladesh’s independence 
war against Pakistan, and Mu¬ 
jahid had been found guilty 
on charges of genocide, con¬ 
spiracy in killing intellec¬ 
tuals, torture and abduction. 
Bangladesh was bracing for 
upheaval ahead of the hang¬ 
ings, with supporters of the 
two opposition leaders threat¬ 
ening violence if they were 
executed. 

Rajib Sen, a reporter for 
the Mohona TV station, 
was on his way back from 
Chowdhury’s funeral in Chit¬ 
tagong district when his car 
was sprayed with bullets, the 
station said. Three other jour¬ 
nalists in the car escaped un¬ 
hurt, and Sen was rushed 
to a hospital in Chittagong. 
The TV station is owned by a 
member of the ruling Awami 
League party. 

U.S. lawmakers overseeing 
foreign policy described the 
war crimes tribunal, set up in 
2013, as “very flawed” and a 
means of political retribution.

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Low election turnout 
reflects fear, apathy

Few show up 
at polls despite 
heightened 
security 

Egyptians trickled into mostly 
empty polling centres as they 
voted Sunday in the second 
stage of parliamentary elections 
that will produce the country’s 
first legislature since a chamber 
dominated by Islamists was dis¬ 
solved by a court ruling in 2012. 

Tens of thousands of troops 
and policemen were deployed 
to safeguard the two-day vote, 
reflecting growing security con¬ 
cerns less than a month after 
a Russian airliner crashed in 
Egypt’s Sinai Peninsula, killing 
all 224 people on board. Russia 
has said the crash was caused 
by an onboard bomb, and a lo¬ 
cal Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) affiliate claimed 
the Oct. 31 attack. 

The new, 596-seat legislature 
is due to hold its inaugural ses¬ 
sion next month after a runoff 
is held in early December. Egyp¬ 
tians voted last month in 14 
provinces, the vote’s first phase, 
with a turnout of nearly 27 per 
cent. The latest phase is being 


held in the other 14 provinces 
and the capital, Cairo. 

That was the lowest turnout 
in any vote, except one for a 
toothless upper chamber in 
2012, since the ouster of auto¬ 
crat Hosni Mubarak in a 2011 
popular uprising. 

Turnout in the second phase 
is not likely to be much higher 
given the widespread apathy 
over the political process under 


President Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi. 

It is unlikely that the over¬ 
all turnout in the election will 
exceed 30 per cent. There has 
been no official word on grant¬ 
ing workers time off Monday. 

With street politics eradi¬ 
cated and severe restrictions 
placed on the public sphere, 
political apathy has become 
widespread. 

The next legislature is ex¬ 


pected to be compliant, or at 
least dominated by lawmakers 
who support el-Sissi. Since tak¬ 
ing office 17 months ago, the 
retired general has run the 
country with few checks or bal¬ 
ances, issuing about 300 laws, 
including key legislation on the 
exercise of political rights and 
an anti-terrorism law that has 
placed restrictions on the media.

At least four people were killed 
in overnight violence in the Bur¬ 
undi capital, the police said Sun¬ 
day as sporadic gunfire and loud 
explosions continued to echo 
across the city. 

A local human rights activ¬ 
ist, however, said up to seven 
dead bodies had been discov¬ 


ered and blamed the police for 
the killings. 

Bujumbura has been wracked 
by violence since April when the 
president announced he would 
seek a third term. 

Opponents and supporters of 
the president appear to be target¬ 
ing each other in revenge attacks. 


Anschaire Nilcoyagize, the 
president of the Burundian 
League for Human Rights, said 
seven were killed in confronta¬ 
tions with the police, with some 
tortured and beheaded. 

“Relatives of the victims told 
us those who were killed were 
thought to be connected to 


people opposing (the president’s) 
third term,” Nilcoyagize said. 

The UN has cited at least 240 
deaths since April, but the real 
toll is likely much higher. 

Burundi also has a histoiy of 
conflicts between the country’s 
Hutu and Tutsi ethnic groups.

Macri pulls off a 
big political upset 


ARGENTINA 

Kirchnerism at 
its end; chosen 
successor Scioli 
beaten in vote 

Opposition candidate Mauricio 
Macri won Argentina’s presi¬ 
dential election on Sunday, 
marking an end to the left- 
leaning and often combative 
era of President Cristina Fer¬ 
nandez, who along with her 
late husband dominated the 
country’s political scene for 
12 years and rewrote its social 
contract. 

Ruling party candidate Dan¬ 
iel Scioli, Fernandez’s chosen 
successor, conceded late Sunday 
and said he had called Macri to 
congratulate him on a victory 
that promises to chart Argen¬ 
tina on a more free market, less 
state interventionist course. 

“Today is a historic day,” said 
Macri, addressing thousands of 
cheering supporters as horns 
were heard blaring across Bue¬ 


nos Aires. “It’s the change of 
an era.” 

With 75 per cent of the vote 
counted, Macri had 53 per cent 
support compared to 47 per 
cent for Scioli. 

The victory by the business- 
friendly Macri comes after he 
did better than expected in the 
first round on Oct. 25, forcing 
a runoff with Scioli, the gov¬ 
ernor of the vast Buenos Aires 
province. 

Macri campaigned on prom¬ 
ises to reform and rehabilitate 
the South American countiy’s 
sagging economy. 

“I’m so happy,” said Julia 
Juarez, a 66-year-old retired 
teacher who watched the 
returns at Macri’s bunker. 
“Argentines are tired of this 
government ... We are ready 
for something new.” 


Scioli, who had been ex¬ 
pected to win by 10 or more 
points in last month’s six-can- 
didate first round of voting, 
tried to recover before Sun¬ 
day’s runoff by frequently at¬ 
tacking Macri. He said a Macri 
win would subject Argentines 
to the market-driven policies of 
the 1990s, a period of deregula¬ 
tion some believe set the stage 
for the financial meltdown of 
2001-2002. 

Maori’s win signals a clear 
end to the era of Fernandez, 
who along with her late hus¬ 
band and predecessor, Nestor 
Kirchner, rewrote the countiy’s 
social contract, gaining both 
rabid followers and fierce crit¬ 
ics along the way. People often 
refer to their combined years 
in power as the “Kirchner era.” 
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Argentines are tired of this 
government... we are ready for 
something new.

U.S. utilities see 
drones’ potential 


TECHNOLOGY 

Devices may 
be used to 
inspect towers, 
power lines 

U.S. utilities see great potential 
in the use of remote-controlled 
drones to do the often-danger- 
ous work of inspecting power 
lines and transmission tow¬ 
ers, but strict regulations have 
so far slowed adoption of the 
technology. 

The remote-controlled de¬ 
vices make the work of line¬ 
men safer, more efficient and 
less expensive, according to the 
Electric Power Research Insti¬ 
tute, which last month put on 
a three-day workshop to help 
nearly a dozen utilities choose 
the best machines for the job. 
Miniature helicopter-like 
drones, some equipped with 


cameras and other sensors, 
demonstrated inspections of 
transmission lines at a hydro¬ 
electric plant in the Catslcill 
Mountains in New York. 

“We want to start using 
drones next spring when the 
inspection season begins,” said 
Alan Ettlinger, research and 
technology director for the New 
York Power Authority, who at¬ 
tended the workshop. 

Utilities spend millions of 
dollars inspecting power lines, 
which are often in hard-to- 
reach places. The industry has

been interested in the potential 
use of drones for years but has 
been slower than European 
companies to adopt the tech¬ 
nology because of U.S. regula¬ 
tory restrictions. 

While hobbyists can fly 
drones without certification, 
the Federal Aviation Admin¬ 
istration requires special cer¬ 
tification for commercial users 
for safety reasons. 

There are numerous condi¬ 
tions and limitations: the drone 
operator needs a pilot’s licence, 
the aircraft must weigh less 
than 55 pounds, flights can go 
no more than 200 feet above 
the ground and the drone must 
be operated in the pilot’s line 
of sight. 

“The FAA is looking at how 
to revamp its requirements 
to make the technology more 
accessible to more compan¬ 
ies,” said Andrew Bordine, a 
Consumers Energy executive.

Canucks sharing passwords 


Many Canadians with online 
passwords have shared their 
codes, even though Canucks 
are more paranoid than their 
global peers about cyber crime, 
according to a study by inter¬ 
net security company Norton. 

Fully 86 per cent of Can¬ 
adian respondents to the Nor¬ 
ton Cyber Security Insights 
Report also said they are wor¬ 
ried they’ll be the victim of an 
online crime, compared to an 
average of 80 per cent among 


the 17 countries studied. 

Cyber breaches are top-of- 
mind for many Canadians fol¬ 
lowing a series of headline¬ 
grabbing hacks, including the 
Ashley Madison user leak, the 
theft of tax information from 
the Canada Revenue Agency 
and an epic hack of Target’s 
credit-card database. 

More than seven million 
Canadians lost a total $2 bil¬ 
lion and nearly half a day’s 
worth of time dealing with the 


fallout from cyber crime last 
year, said the report. 

Credit-card fraud was the 
most commonly cited type of 
online crime, followed by un¬ 
authorized access to emails. 

More than half of Canadians 
said they have shared their 
email passwords, the report 
found, and more than 25 per 
cent admitted to sharing the 
password to their online bank 
accounts.

Attention all shoppers: 
Expect more of the same 



“There’s a huge buzz coining 
out of downtown Edmonton 
— and it’s resonating entirely 
from Edmonton City Centre.” 

That’s an actual sentence 
from the downtown mall’s 
website. As a Twitter user put 
it: “Someone should check the 
wiring.” Because, as eveiyone 
knows, City Centre is to Ed¬ 
monton malls what Chris Kirk¬ 
patrick is to boy band *NSYNC. 

But there is legitimate ex¬ 
citement emanating from the 
downtown hive, and while 
City Centre will never be its 
queen bee, there’s no reason it 
can’t contribute to the honey¬ 
comb. 

Indeed, it’s exclusion from 
the downtown renaissance has 
been conspicuous. 

But no more, it seemed, as 
Oxford Properties announced 


a $41.3-million makeover for 
its 41-year-old mall. 

The Toronto-based develop¬ 
er was bom here. It invested 
heavily in the downtown core 
during the 1970s and, to its 
credit, bought the beleaguered 
Eaton Centre (now City Centre 
West) and stuck with it in the 
face of suburban flight. 

Following costly renovations 
by competitors Kingsway, 

West Edmonton Mall, South- 
gate and soon Londondeny, 
City Centre might attract new 
crowds — or, even, a crowd. 

But above that, the an¬ 
nouncement was an oppor¬ 
tunity for City Centre’s owner 
to prove that rather than just 
sticking with downtown Ed¬ 
monton, it wants to help, you 
know, rebuild it. 

I don’t buy the argument 
malls have no place in our 
city cores. Malls across North 
America (some Oxford-owned) 
have been proven to work in 
the urban context. 

Given this, would Oxford 


add a special amenity like the 
Devonian Garden in its Cal- 
gaiy property the Core? 

Or would it — as hoped 
by Coun. Scott McKeen and 
many in central Edmonton — 
simply open its damn doors 
to the street, thereby adding 
storefront retail and street 
access to its vibrancy-killing, 
impenetrable presence? Such 
an upgrade would potentially 
return eight square blocks of 
downtown to their pre-’70s 
buzz. The answer to all these 
questions is no. 

The grand reveal was this: A 
pretty new food court on the 
third floor. And it was a little 
sleight of hand. The renova¬ 
tions’ real reason is freeing 
space to add 300 parking stalls 
to the basement level, where 
the current food courts are. 

Downtown development is 
gobbling up surface lots, creat¬ 
ing desperate need for more 
underground stalls. Plus, the 
mall’s thin crowds have prov¬ 
en four levels of retail are un¬ 


tenable. So eliminating a floor 
is perfectly pragmatic. 

But it’s ironic, too. The rest 
of downtown is building walk- 
ability and fine-grained urban 
design to form places you’d 
want to stroll through, while 
City Centre’s new idea is to en¬ 
courage more drivers to visit? 

These are drivers who, of 
course, can find the same 
stores and easier, cheaper 
parking two kilometres north 
at Kingsway. Or even better 
stores a bit farther afield at 
West Ed. 

The upgrade feels like a lost 
chance, whether by choice 
or the limitations of what 
$41 million can buy you. It’s 
encouraging that Oxford is 
investing (no less, in this econ¬ 
omy), but for now any buzz 
will just be echo from other 
projects surrounding the mall.

As I end my three weeks in 
Europe, I can't help reflecting 
on one particular issue: the 
hierarchy of suffering. Not 
merely because of its moral 
implications, but also because 
of what it says and then dic¬ 
tates about Western foreign 
policy. 

While it is irresponsible and 
indeed cruel to downplay 
in any way the horrors that 
occurred in Paris — and I have 
a personal connection to the 
tragedy — we need to remem¬ 
ber that massacres are hid¬ 
eously common, sometimes 
a weekly occurrence, in many 
parts of the world. Just the day 
before the French monstros¬ 
ity, almost 50 people were 
killed in Beirut and four times 
as many badly wounded. Last 
month in Baghdad, 24 people 
were slaughtered and twice as 
many wounded. And just a few 
months ago at a university in 
Kenya, 147 young people were 
murdered. 

In 2014 I wrote a book about 
terrorism in the developing 
world, and the scale and the 
crippling regularity of it all 
was often beyond compre¬ 
hension. While it's facile to 
attribute our double standard 
to racism, it does expose a 
collective numbness that we

have developed in the West. If 
we're honest about it, we sim¬ 
ply assume that this is what 
happens in "those" places but 
not in Paris, London or, God 
forbid, Toronto or Montreal. 

It's disturbing on many 
levels, but it's also plain wrong. 
Cities like Damascus and Bei¬ 
rut used to be safe and secure. 
I know the region and gener¬ 
ally felt safer in Lebanon than 
much of the United States. 

Paris, on the other hand, 
has witnessed grossly violent 
revolutions and upheavals 
for centuries. Religious mass 
murder in the 16th century, 
class warfare of incalculable 
proportions in the 1790s, 
bloody uprisings in 1830,1848 
and 1870, Nazi occupation in 
1940 and colonial wars in the 
early 1960s. 

So when Arabs and Africans 
offer sympathy for our pain 
but ask for some reciprocal 
concern, we should try to 
appreciate their sensitivities. 

To put in bluntly, in spite of 
what we might think, our lives 
are not more important than 
theirs. 

And this, perhaps, lies at the 
heart of why we have a prob¬ 
lem in the first place. Western 
foreign policy is of course 
based on self-interest, and that 
is entirely understandable, but 
it leads us to bomb and invade 
which in turn leads to anarchy 
and terrorism. I am not trying 
to justify even a tincture of 
ISIL's sadism, but I do believe 
that a different approach to 
"the other" might benefit all 
of us. To intelligently respond 
rather than viscerally react is 
not a sign of weakness, but of 
strength and wisdom.

Daredevil 

Last year, if you knew nothing about Daredevil, you 
knew it was an unfortunate Bennifer-era Ben Affleck 
movie. But when the series premiered on Netflix in 
April, the blind lawyer throwing punches in the street 
delivered all the gravitas and grit that fans of the comic 
demanded. "When I go to (comic-book) shows and I 
talk to my nerd friends, they are all loving it," says Kevin 
Polidano, a.k.a. comic-restorationist. "A lot of them 
say that Daredevil is the best comic-book adaptation 
they've seen yet." Season 2, premiering in 2016, will 
introduce another grizzled hero. The Punisher. 

Luke Cage 

There's no cutesy will-they-or-won't-they between 
Jessica and Luke Cage: they will-and-they-do in the 
first episode of Jones. Cage was the first African- 
American to get his own Marvel title in 1972, com¬ 
plete with jive-talkin' dialogue, his signature "Sweet 
Christmas!" as a curse word. "Luke Cage was a pure 
100 per cent blaxploitation character," says Doug 
Simpson, manager of Toronto's Paradise Comics. 
"Big yellow puffy shirt, chain belt, afro." Romantic 
tension between Jessica and Luke ultimately lead to 
a super-wedding in the comics. 

Iron Fist 

Like Cage, Iron Fist was a product of the '70s. "(Mar¬ 
vel) wanted someone they could make kung-fu books 
about because kung-fu movies were popular," says 
Simpson. Hence the Tibetan monastery-trained martial 
arts expert with a chi-charged punch. Comic fans have 
questioned how Marvel and Netflix will balance Fist's 
mysticism with the realism of their other characters, 
but Polidano feels it would bring something original to 
the group. "All teams have their stock characters," he 
says. "You need your strongman, you need your sci¬ 
entist, you need the person who can fly, and you need 
the person who can tackle those mystical threats." 


With the arrival of Marvel's Jessica Jones, the 
second moody superhero series to premiere 
on Netflix after Daredevil, Marvel's streaming 
universe is beginning to take shape. Four 
standalone superhero series will ultimately 
converge in The Defenders, a miniseries with 

Avengers-size ambitions. TORSTAR NEWS SERVICE 



The Defenders 

Don't expect this Defenders to resemble the Marvel 
team of Hulk, Sub-Mariner and Doctor Strange that 
launched in 1971. "They had increasingly more C-list 
heroes that would join up," says Cliff Caporale, pro¬ 
gram director at Ottawa Pop Expo, which took place 
over the weekend at Ottawa's EY Centre. "I don't have 
a story to tell for Valkyrie, let's say. She exists, let's use 
her in Defenders, and bring in these characters that 
don't necessarily belong together." Opposed to the 
government-sanctioned Avengers, Simpson calls the 
Defenders a "group of mismatched heroes who are 
dealing with crime at street level."

Opposites attract. Birds of a 
feather flock together.

Cineplex’s seat 
reservations 
latest in luxe 
offerings

My favourite seat in a movie 
theatre is in the very back row, 
the area the Vaudevillians called 
the “peanut gallery.” I can see the 
entire screen from up there and 
also stretch my long legs down 
the stairs. 

I avoid the front row, as do 
most moviegoers, because I dis¬ 
like the feeling of being jammed 
up against the screen, craning my 
neck and wobbling my head back 
and forth to see the action. It’s 
my seating of last resort. 

If I had my druthers, I’d rip out 
the first three rows of every the¬ 
atre, so that you’d never wind up 
having to sit so close. This would 
free up space for people to move 
around, reducing the jams that 
occur at the end of screenings. 

This would evidently not 
please a small but passionate 
group of people who prefer the 
front row, most of them much 
younger than my 59 years. 

“You can tell the age of a 
theatregoer by where they sit 
in the auditorium,” says Pat Mar¬ 
shall, vicepresident of communi¬ 
cations for Cineplex Entertain¬ 
ment, Canada’s largest movie 
theatre chain. 

“The younger they are, the 
closer they go to the screen. The 
older they get, the farther back 
they go. People truly have a dif¬ 
ferent perspective. Some like 
centre-centre. Other people like 
to be on the aisle. Other people 
like to be up front, and other 
people way at the back. So it is 
very subjective.” 

There are also practical rea¬ 
sons why some moviegoers 
might prefer the front row. Say 
you’re nearsighted and forgot 
your glasses at home. Or it’s a 
premiere screening and you’re 
hoping to be close to any talent 
who might show up. 

But some people really do just 


like the view better from down 
there. Front-row filmgoers have 
a champion in David Bordwell, 
the esteemed film scholar and 
professor at the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison. He’s 68, a 
notable exception to Marshall’s 
maxim about youthful inhabit¬ 
ants of the row Bordwell calls 
the “raccoon lodge.” 

He extolled the front of the 
house in a 2011 online essay 
“Down in front! Notes from the 
Raccoon Lodge” that introduced 
a term to my movie lexicon: “sac¬ 
cadic sweeps.” 

That’s what your head does 
as it scans from side to side to 
take in all the action. The wider 


the screen, the more Bordwell 
likes it: “Cinemascope and Cin¬ 
erama give your eyeballs a real 
workout.” 

I’ll skip the saccadic sweeps, 
thanks, and also the eye and 
neck strain that follows eveiy 
occasion when I’m forced to 
sit in the front row, as I did for 
an IMAX showing of The Dark 
Knight Rises a few years back. 

But I have to admit, from my 
lofty perch in the peanut gallery, 
that lately I have been casting 
covetous glances at the middle 
of the theatre. A new and more 
plush seat is being tested at the¬ 
atres across Canada. They’re in 
the two middle rows in select 


auditoriums where patrons can 
reserve online to guarantee a 
seat, for a $2-per-ticlcet surcharge. 
It’s similar to paying for extra 
legroom on an aircraft. 

It’s called Cineplex Prime, the 
new name for an arrangement 
that used to be called Cineplex 
Select, when the seating experi¬ 
ment began last year. The name 
was recently changed because 
“we discovered it was confusing 
to people to read ‘select your Se¬ 
lect seat’ on our website,” Mar¬ 
shall says. 

I expect it would also be con¬ 
fusing, not to mention frustrat¬ 
ing, to encounter reserved seats 
in the middle of a movie theatre, 


a place thought of as an egalitar¬ 
ian preserve. 

Marshall reminds me that 
Cineplex has long offered re¬ 
served or assigned seating in 
its VIP, IMAX and UltraAVX the¬ 
atres. It also has four primary seat 
styles: traditional, VIP, UltraAVX 
and Prime, offering variations on 
space, comfort and swiveling, 
plus premium D-Box seats that 
move in time to the action. 

The Prime seating concept, 
which is still considered very 
much an experiment, “is a re¬ 
sult of the tremendously posi¬ 
tive feedback we received from 
other concepts where we offer 
reserved seating,” she says.

But people are still getting 
used to Prime seats, which tend 
to blend in with the non-reserved 
ones. People without Prime tick¬ 
ets sometimes have to be asked 
to move, Marshall says, but in our 
very Canadian way, there have 
been no reports of any serious 
confrontations. She adds that 
those who have tried Prime seem 
pleased with the comfort and 
also the convenience of a guaran¬ 
teed centre seat for popular films 
like Spectre and The Martian. 

If the experiment works, it 
may expand to more theatres 
amongst Cineplex’s 162 locations 
across Canada. The per-theatre 
Prime allotment will remain a 
fraction of the available seats, 
however, so moviegoers with 
general admission tickets will 
still have lots of spots to choose 
from. “We have different seats 
because we’re trying different 
things,” Marshall says. 

“We’re always looking to pro¬ 
vide the best experience pos¬ 
sible.”

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Blood test for the faint-hearted

UVic scientists 
develop blood 
test that only 
needs one drop

The fear and light-headedness 
associated with blood testing 
may one day become a thing 
of the past. 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria have developed 
a method that can test for and 
measure 25 proteins found in 
the blood that are linked to 
certain cancers, cardiovascular 
issues and diabetes. 

And all it takes is a pinprick 
on the finger and a single drop 
of blood dried on filter paper. 

“We can do up to 25 differ¬ 
ent tests on the same drop of 
blood,” said UVic biochemist 
Terry Pearson, who developed 
the technology with UVic ad¬ 
junct professor and lifelong 
friend Leigh Anderson. “It’s 
very difficult to do that 
with current (blood) 
tests, which are a 
bit awkward and 
has that fear fac¬ 
tor associated 
with it.” 

Pearson and 
Anderson, who 
is based in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., have 
been developing the 
technology for 13 years 
and have launched a startup 
called SISCAPA Assay Tech¬ 
nologies Inc. to bring it to life. 

The technique is already be¬ 
ing used by the Mayo Clinic 
and ARUP Labs in the U.S. to 
test for a protein associated 
with thyroid cancer. 

The pair won the Human 
Proteome Organization’s sci¬ 
ence and technology award

and have also 
used the test 
to monitor bio- 
marlcers in athletes 
during the 2015 Pan Am 
Games and will do so again at 
the Olympics. 

Pearson expects Canadian 
clinics may begin adopting the 
test for specific uses within 
the next two years. 

Widespread use could fol¬ 
low. 

Pearson said the test has 
many advantages over trad¬ 
itional blood tests that require 


samples to be drawn from pa¬ 
tient’s veins. 

One of those advantages is 
more personalized care. 

“You can do it at home 
and just put it in the mail. 


You can (test) daily, weekly, 
monthly, so it allows you to 
collect longitudinal samples 
over a period of time,” he ex¬ 
plained. “It establishes your 
baseline for a single protein,

so if there’s a change it sends 
up a flag.” 

Current blood samples are 
measured against the aver¬ 
age of a patient’s age group 
so results are not as specific. 

“Having a personal baseline 
is much more advantageous,” 
Pearson said. 

The technology was de¬ 
veloped with support from the 
Canary Foundation, National 
Cancer Institute, Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council 
and the Canadian Institutes of 
Health Research.

Going back to college could 
boost cognitive capacity 

An Australian study has 
found that older adults 
could reduce their risk of 
developing Alzheimer's and 
other forms of dementia by 
taking college courses to 
boost cognitive skills. 

The study observed 
359 participants aged be¬ 
tween 50 to 79 years who 
completed at least a year 
of a part-time or full-time 
college course. Cognitive 
tests were taken before 
and after, with participants 
reassessed annually for the 
following three years. None 
of the participants had de¬ 
mentia. 

The results, published 
by the American Psycho¬ 
logical Association journal, 
showed that more than 90 
per cent of participants 
who completed a course 
exhibited a significant 
increase in cognitive cap¬ 
acity, compared to 56 per 
cent of the control group 
participants who hadn't 
taken courses. 

"The study findings are 
exciting because they dem¬ 
onstrate that it's never too 
late to take action to maxi¬ 
mize the cognitive capacity 
of your brain," said lead re¬ 
searcher Megan Lenehan. 

Another study pub¬ 
lished earlier this year by 
researchers at the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn., 
indicated that taking part 
in creative and social activ¬ 
ities in old age can help to 
reduce the risk of demen¬ 
tia. 

The results of that study, 
published in the journal 
Neurology, showed that 
participants ages 85 and 
above who took part in art¬ 
istic, craft, social, or com¬ 
puter-based activities in 
both mid- and later-life all 
saw a decrease in their risk 
of developing mild cogni¬ 
tive impairment, which 
often leads to dementia, afp

The Eskimos will play the Ot¬ 
tawa Redblaclcs next Sunday at 
Investors Group Field in Win¬ 
nipeg in the 103rd Grey Cup. 

“We got one more to go and 
that’s the ultimate goal,” said 
Reilly. 

The Redblaclcs defeated the 
Hamilton Tiger-Cats 35-28 in 
the East Division Final earlier 
Sunday. 

The last time an Ottawa team 
was in the Grey Cup was 1981, 
when the Rough Riders lost to 
the Eskimos 26-23. 


“It was execution,” said 
Reilly, talking on the field after 
the game as fans chanted his 
name. 

“We weren’t giving up the big 
play defensively, and we were 
marching down the field and 
not taking penalties and not 
turning over the ball offensively. 

“We slowed down a bit in 
the fourth quarter ... but we 
played enough for three that 
it didn’t matter.” 

It’s a bit of revenge for the 
Eskimos, and Reilly, the 30-year- 
old from Kennewick, Wash., 
now in his third season as Ed¬ 
monton’s starting QB. 

Due to a broken foot and 
other injuries, Reilly saw limited 
action in last year’s West Final, 
which saw the Stampeders rout 
the Eskimos 43-18 at McMahon 
Stadium en route to a Grey Cup 
championship. 

Reilly missed almost half the 
regular season due to torn knee 
ligaments, but came back to 
lead the Eskimos to nine con¬ 
secutive wins, including Sun¬ 
day’s victory. 

The first half saw the Es¬ 
kimos defence bend but not 
break as the Stampeders used 
tailback Jerome Messam either 
running the ball or on play ac¬ 
tion to move the ball on Edmon¬ 
ton’s notoriously stingy defence. 

Four times Calgaiy quarter¬ 
back Bo Levi Mitchell drove the 
offence down the field only to 
have the drives stall. Rene Pare¬ 
des kicked four field goals of 
44,16, 48 and 10 yards. 

He added a 49-yard field goal 
in the third quarter in a lost 
cause for Calgaiy. 

The Eskimos opened the 
scoring after Mathieu Boulay 
forced Stampeders kick returner

the game. 

Four plays later Reilly ran 
up the middle from the one 
yard line. A two-point convert 


made it 8-0. 

The Eskimos added their 
second major late in the second 
quarter on a 15-yard pass from 
Reilly to Bowman as the Stam¬ 
peders defence seemed to tire. 

Reilly hit Bowman on a cross¬ 
ing pattern just inside the five. 
Bowman outraced the defender 
to the pylon for the score. 

Sean Whyte added field 
goals of 32 yards and 17 yards 
to round out the Eskimos’ first- 
half scoring. 

In the second half, Edmon¬ 


ton took control of the game 
for good. 

Reilly hooked up with slot- 
back Kenny Stafford on a 33- 
yard pass-and-run play barely 
three minutes into the third 
quarter to make the score 28-12. 

Whyte added a 31-yard field 
goal to up the lead to 31-12. 

Reilly then put the final nail 
in the Stamps’ coffin on the first 
play of the fourth quarter, hit¬ 
ting wide receiver Derel Walker 
in stride over the top for a 57- 
yard touchdown to make the 


score 38-15. 

The Eskimos got the ball 
right back on an interception 
by linebacker Dexter McCoil. 
Four plays later, with more than 
11 minutes left in the game, 
Reilly faked a pass and scram¬ 
bled eight yards up the middle 
to make it 45-15. 

Calgaiy fought back with two 
late touchdown passes from 
Mitchell to Eric Rogers and Joe 
West. Both were followed by 
successful two-point conver¬ 
sions.

Burris extends 
year by guiding 
Redblacks to 
Grey Cup game 

A lot of things have happened 
since the last time a team from 
Ottawa made an appearance in 
the Grey Cup including the birth 
of eveiy player on the Redblacks, 
save one. 

“I bet I know who that is,” 
said Redblacks receiver Brad 
Sinopoli, who played quarter¬ 
back for the University of Ot¬ 
tawa Gee-Gees, playing on the 
same field the Redblacks beat 
the Hamilton Tiger-Cats 35-28 
Sunday to earn a trip to Win¬ 
nipeg and the 103rd Grey Cup. 

Hemy Burris, who was six 
when the Ottawa Rough Rid¬ 
ers fell 26-23 to the Edmonton 
Eskimos in the 1981 Grey Cup, 
had a career year for the Red¬ 
blacks setting multiple personal 
and league records at 40. 

“It’s an honour for us to be 
able to deliver this and to see 


the excitement from the fans,” 
said Burris. “To see the support 
we’ve been getting all year long, 
we have the best fan support 
in the league. Even last year 
when we had our struggles the 
stands were always sold out. 


Today was extra special.” 

Burris connected with Greg 
Ellingson for a 93-yard catch and 
run touchdown to give the Red¬ 
blacks a 35-28 lead with under 
two minutes to go. 

Ellingson was born seven 


years after the Ottawa Rough 
Riders’ last Grey Cup ap¬ 
pearance. On Sunday he had 
five catches for 187 yards and 
the biggest touchdown of his 
career. 

“It’s been a career year for

him. He’s 40 years old and it’s 
one of the best seasons he’s ever 
had,” said Ellingson of Burris. 
“To have a quarterback produ¬ 
cing like that and putting the 
ball where it needs to go is going 
to help you win games.

Redblacks 
coach Rick Campbell watched 
that game on television from 
his home in Edmonton as his 
father, Hugh Campbell, coached 
the Eskimos to the win despite 
trailing 20-1 at the half. 

“I was only 10 and I’ll be root¬ 
ing for the Ottawa team this 
time. I wasn’t last time but I 
will be this time,” Campbell

Ingredients 

• 3 cups sweet potato dice 

• 1/4 cup maple syrup 

• 1 Tbsp minced fresh rosemary 

• Salt and pepper 

• 3 Tbsps butter, plus extra for eggs 

• 1 shallot, diced 

• 2 sprigs thyme 

• 1 cup frozen chopped kale 

• 4 eggs 

Directions 

1. Bring a large pot of water to a 
boil. Blanche sweet potato cubes 
for 2 minutes. Then drain and rinse 
under cold water. Drain well. Place 


the potatoes in a medium bowl 
and add maple syrup, rosemary 
and salt and pepper. Toss. Refriger¬ 
ate for about 15 minutes. 

2. Heat a large frying pan over 
medium heat and add butter and 
shallots. Just as the shallots soften, 
add sweet potato and any liquid 
that's collected at the bottom of 
the bowl as well as the sprigs of 
thyme. Saute over medium-high 
heat for 15 to 20 minutes, stir¬ 
ring occasionally. Sweet potatoes 
should be a crisp, toasty brown. 
Add kale to the pan and gently 
mix it into the potatoes. Cook 

for about 3 to 5 minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, heat another large 
frying pan over medium heat. Melt 
a pat of butter and then slowly 
crack all four eggs into it. Just let 
the eggs sit. Allow the eggs to 
cook until the whites are set and 
the edges start to curl up. If the 
whites in the middle of the eggs 
are not set, cover the pan for 2 
minutes. Serve a hearty scoop of 
hash with a fried egg on top.
